"Give us lowest 
rat[-s of freight on wheat, permit us to 
build our own elevators along your line, 
and make no discrimination against per- 
son 11 shipments to our own consignees, or 
we trill see to it that wo have a Legisla- 
ture that will compel you to do all of this 
«tnd mire too." It is hardly necessary to 
add that the companies yielded as grace- 
fully as possible, for they saw the farmers 
meant business, and for a time, at least, 
there will be peace in the "granaries of 
the world." Here were comparatively 
few farmers dealing with corporations 
repiesenting millions of capita!, and is a 
striking illustration of the power of the 
ballot and what farmers who complain of 
oppiession on all sides, can do by acting 
unitedly and intelligently. I give no 
names because I air. not advertising any 
corporations or monopolies.

which our farmers have to contend with, 
and the remedy is still within their power. 
They have yet to learn what Iowa did a 
few yenrs past, and that is, that they can 
not ^o right on raising nothing but wheat 
year after year. It is a fact that a ma- 
joritv of thc farmers of Dakota and Min- 
nesota do not raise vegetables enough for 
then own use, nor do toey nave cmctcens, 
pigs, con-s, and such slock, to enable them 
to live as farmers should. It is a com- 
mon sight in the country stores to find 
farmers buying the potatoes and cabbage, 
the butter and eggs, which arc sold to the 
deal, r from Wisconsin and Iowa.

grace the farmer's board, and this too in 
a country where meat is almost necessary 
to enable them to withstand the severe 
cold.

CARE OF CANARIES.—If you have a 


large cage you will huve less music, for 
the canary will be taken up with the 
amusement of hopping about and forget 
his song. 
Supply plenty of water for a 


good, clean splash, fresh every morning. 
A breakfast saucer makes a good bath 
tub. 
Painted or brass wire cages are 


bad for canaries, as the verdegris from 
the latter and paint from the former are 
sure to be picked off and slowly poison 
the bird. 
Let the food be as true to na- 


ture as possible, ripe seed for the staple, 
and now and then a bit of appla, hard 
boiled egg, or lump alternately of sugar 
and rock salt. Let the seed be put in 
fresh, for the bird is like any other caged 
creature (or uncaged, for that matter) and 
does not like its food after it has been 
picked over. 
When moulting keep a 


rusty nail in thc water.he drinks. 
If he 


becomes dull and the 
feathers hang 


loosely from the body, be sure the little 
creature has either been frightened or 
banging ia a draught and caught cold, or 
been Over feeding. 
A little njagnesia in 


in his drinking water will probably rem- 
edy the evil. If he has worse symptoms 
give two drops of castor oil. 
In pairing 


time it is necessary to watch closely if the 
mate agrees with your bird, as canaries 
have been known to kill an intruder, and 
really have preferences. If happily mated 
there is much more likelihood of rearing 
their young, and they must have separate 
baths and feeding cups in case of a quur- 
rel,-or the weaker bird may be starved, 
for it is an exploded idea "that birds in 
their little nests agree." 


If the canary takes a fit, the best cure 


is to plunge him in cold water. Sweets 
are not natural food for birds and must 
be given sparingly, in fact adhere as 
closely as possible to the natural food, 
and keep the cage clean—washing occa- 
sionally with carbolic soap to keep clear 
of vermin.—Rural New Yorker.

among the nnny means in use there is 
anj plan of taking away the sewage of 
towns healthfully, efficiently and cheaply. 
I say of taking away, because the custom 
of storing up the filth of towns in privy 
vaults and cesspools, to poison the earth 
and contaminate the water and air, is one 
against which all the influence of this 
Board shnuld be exerted. 


The awful lessons taught by epidemic 


diseases are awakening the towns of the 
State to the need of relief from the pre- 
vailing privy vault and cesspool nuisances. 


What shall be done with tbe sewage of 


these many populous towns of New York,

"water carriage," which is sewerage.

In obedience to the resolution of this 


Board I have endeavored by the exami- 
nation of foreign and American experi- 
ence to determine what method of sew- 
age we ought to recommend to the towns 
and cities of this State apphing for ad- 
vice. I am convinced that both in Eng- 
land and in America large, combined 
sewers, for carrying storm water and 
sewage are and necessarily must be con- 
stant and powerful sources of disease, 
and that for most towns, they are a very 
costly method of removing sewage. 


I am of the opinion that the separate 


"ystem of small sewers avoids in great 
measure the inherent sanitary difficulties 
of the combined plan, and that it is an 
efficient and economical method of re- 
moving the sewage of towns. J there- 
Fore recommend the State Board of 
Health to advise the adoption of the sep- 
arate system in those towns which have 
asked for information on this subject
